Summary of Legislation 

The bill gives a local board of county commissioners the authority to register businesses in the 

unincorporated portions of the county.  However, the bill does not grant a board of commissioners 

the power to license or collect fees or fines for such registrations.  Counties may only publish 

registration information if it is aggregated by business type. 

Local Government  

Starting in FY 2021-22, when a county requires business registration in unincorporated areas, 

administrative and legal costs will increase.  

Effective Date 

The bill takes effect 90 days following adjournment of the General Assembly sine die, assuming no 

referendum petition is filed. 
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The revenue and expenditure impacts in this fiscal note represent changes from current law under the bill for each 
fiscal year.
